Every Presidential canipaign in the United States is remarkable in one, 
®r more ways, but probably the most remarkable feature of the recent cam- 
paign w.s the strenuous effort made to induce men and women qualifie 


vote to go to the polls and exercise their franchise. When ptople are denied 
ihe franchise there is continual agitation to obtain it, and not infrequently in 
the hist «y of this old world has the insistent demand of people to enjoy the 
tights of self-government resulted in revolution. But once that right has 
been accorded them, what a large percentage of the people display neglect and 
Indifference In the exercise of their franchise through which alone can they 
really govern themselves, 

If the. great mass of voters neglect to cast their ballots, democracy fs in, 
danger because they are leaving the door wide open to ‘the entry of interested 


patriotic desire to advanco the welfare of the country as a whole. All stu- 
dents and lovers of democracy realize the danger that exists, consequently. in 
the recent Presidential election an unprecedented effort was made to. arouse 
the voters from their apathy and get‘them to the polling booths. 

In the Presidential election of 1896 when William Jennings Bryan. made 
his famous campaign for ‘free silver,” eighty per cent. of the qualified voters 
went.to the polls. A quarter of a century later in 1912 with all the excite- 
ment of a three-cornered contest between Wilson, Taft and Roosevelt, only 


* 62 per cent. of the voters actually voted, and every clection between these 


” result. 


dates revealed a steady decline. 

During the weeks preceding this year’s election every iwi device was 
emptoyed by the National Civic Federation in a great “get out the vote” cam- 
paign to remedy this state of affairs and arouse the voters to a sense of their 
responsibility. The. radio, the movies, the newspaper and magazine press, 
ringing bells, blowing sirens, tooting whistles, the pasting of stickers on auto- 
mobiles and milk bottles, the offering of a magnificent trophy to the: state 
recording the largest proportional increase inevotes cast, and advertising on a 
nation-wide scale were called into action...

Britain To ‘Resume 
Trade With Germany 


Anglo-German Trade Treaty Has Been 
Signed 

The Anglo-German conimercial 
treaty has been signed by the repre- 
sentatives of both governments, 

Under the terms drawn up, Ger 
many not only grants most favored 
nation treatment to Great Britain, but 
gives’ guarantees against discrimina- 
tory treatment and limitation of iIm- 
ports. The British Government binds 
itself to introduce in parliament a bill 
removing all the war restrictions still 
imposed against the Germans in Eng- 
land. ‘This means that no discrimin- 
ation will be made between Germans 
and other foreigners, and Germany 
will be allowed several minor trade 
concessions. 

Germany's most favored nation 
clause now places England in the same 
position in trade relations with Ger- 
y as she occupied before the war. 


Marder In Far North 


Ottawa Considers Question of Charg- 
ing Eskimo With Crime 

The department of justice has under 
its consideration the question whether 
a charge of murder will be laid against 
E-Ter-Goo-Yuk, an Eskimo, for the 
death of a tribesman, Oob-Pa-Tow- 
Yuk, north of Baker Lake, in the 
Northwest Territories, more than a 
year ago. 

It is understood, however, that steps 
to arrest the murder suspect will hard- 
ly be taken at present for several rea- 
sons. Some doubt exists as to the 
probability of obtaining a conviction 
onthe available evidence, and, as 
E--Ter-Goo-Yuk {is in the Coronation 
Bay district, the cost of sending a 
patrol to locate him and the expense 
of transporting officers of the crown 
to hold a trial at Chesterfield ‘Inlet 
would be enormous.

Mother’s Apple Pie 


A Recipe For Which Is Claimed 
Considerable Merit : 

Almost any housekeeper can make 
apple pie but there are good and bet- 
ter sorts of apple pie. |. The pamphlet, 
entitled “Canadian-Grown Apples,” Is- 
sued by the fruit branch of the de- 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa, 
gives a recipe for Mother's Apple Pie, 
which undoubtedly has merit above 
s6me other kinds. 

Fill the space between the crusts 
with Canadian-grown apples, sliced 
thin, rounding up the- slices so as to 
make a very full pie. Add two or 
three tablespoons of water and bake 
in a slow oven. When cooked, with 
a sharp knife cut around the pie be- 
tween the two crusts and carefully lift 
off the upper crust; add one-half cup 
of sugar,’s few grains of salt, a table- 
spoon of butter and a little nutmeg. 
Mix thoroughly, and spread evenly 
over the fruit. Replace the upper 
crust, préssing it down to meet the 
apples, if necessary, and sift powder- 
ed sugar over the top. Serve, when 
slightly cooled, with cream and sugar.

My first experience in the growing 
of alfalfa was in 1907. At that time 


ing about alfalfa, became very much 
interested and planted this small field 
to Turkestan alfalfa. I got:a splen- 
did catcele und it ylelded a real good 
crop for two years and then winter- 
killed. About that time I first heard 
of Grimm's alfalfa seed and the ex- 
periments which were being made by 
Professor Hansen at Brooking, 8. Dak. 
Two young men had. been assisting 
him in his experiments. and they 
started an alfalfa fleld, growing seed 
from selected plants. Quite by accl- 
dent I heard of these young men and 
went to see them, and the result was 
I purchased a quantity. of seed from 
them. Enough to sow fifty acres in 
rows three feet apart. This seed was 
sown in a very dry part of Alberta, 
between Lethbridge and Medicine Hat, 
and we sowed all this particular seed 
with small hand garden drills and 
kept it-clean by hand-hoeing and cul- 
tivating. The second year I har- 
vested about 24,000 pounds of clean 
seed and this was distributed through- 
out Alberta. I also brought a quan- 
tity of it to Brandon, and sowed it on 
my farms there. 

This seed was probably the parent 
soed of a good deal of the alfalfa which 
is being grown in Alberta today. The 
fields in Brandon which were sown 
with this seed turned out very suc- 
cessfully, Some of these fields are 
sul producing alfalfa from this first 
sowing, but the most of this original 
sowing has been plowed up now on 
taccount of quack and other grasses 
{getting into them. One field’ which 
| we have today is about fifteen years 
fold ant up until last year has produc- 
,ed a very good tonnage each year, 

We alweys produce considerable 
seed off our alfalfa flelds each year 
and some of this seed on our Glen- 
carnock farms in Manitoba I have tak-
